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REPORT. 

Auditor General's Department, 

Lansing J Michigan, July 1, 1916. 

Hon. Woodbridge N. Ferris, Governor: 

Sir: — ^Acting under the provisions of law requiring reports from various 
officers of the executive departments of the State government, I have the 
honor to submit herewith a report of the transactions of this department in 
detail for the fiscal year endmg Jxme 30, 1916, and take this opportunity 
of suggesting the following changes in the existing laws pertaining to mat- 
ters coining within the jurisdiction of the department of the Auditor 
General: 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

On accoimt of the appropriations for special purposes being made avail- 
able and payable before the state tax is received by the State Treasurer, 
the general fund of the State is at times depleted to such an extent that 
the ordinary current expenses of the State cannot be paid, and in order 
to avoid tins condition I would suggest that appropriations made by the 
legislature for special purposes be made available after the tax levied to 
meet same has been received by the State. This plan would make it cer- 
tain that the general fund of the State would at all times be able to meet 
all demands made upon it. 

I would also suggest that when an appropriation be made for a State 
institution, department, board or commission, that it be specifically stated 
in the act that the amount appropriated is the full amount that may be used 
for all purposes by such institution, department, etc., for which the appro- 
priation is made. The Acts of appropriation are not uniform; some of 
them allow large amounts to be drawn from the general fund in addition 
to the amoxmt appropriated. 

ACCOUNTING LAW. 

All fees received by the State Oil Inspector and all other State depart- 
ments, boards and commissions, should be deposited in the State Treasury 
as soon as they are collected and payment of all expenses should be made 
direct from the State Treasury when approved by the Board of State Audi- 
tors or Auditor General, and audited by the Auditor General. 

The fiscal years of all State boards and commissions should correspond 
with the fiscal year of the State, which ends Jxme 30th. 

The law providing for the Board of Examination of Barbers, Act 387, 
Public Acts of 1913, should be amended so that the report of the number 
of barbers be filed with the State Treasurer on January 1st and July 1st,

and the end of the fiscal year of the Board be changed from September 30th 
to June 30th. 

Section 9 of the imiform accounting law, Act 183, Public Acts of 1911, 
should be repealed so as to make the law operative. 

The State Psychopathic Hospital should be required to make a report to 
the Auditor General relative to its patients in the same manner as the other 
State Hospitals. 

PLAT LAW. 

The number of plats of land recorded each year has materially increased 
from the number recorded in former years, six hxmdred sixty-nine having 
been recorded in the past year. The present law relative to platting is an 
improvement over previous laws; but changes are made that affect recorded 
plats that are not reported to the Auditor General, and I would respect- 
fully suggest that a law be enacted requiring the clerks of the several cities 
and villages to forward to the Auditor General copies of all resolutions 
adopted by the city or village council which change the names of streets, 
vacate or open streets or alleys, or change in any way the condition of re- 
corded plats, giving the names or captions of the plats, additions or subdi- 
visions in the city or village affected by the change. 

The coxmty clerks should also be required to forward to the Auditor 
General copies of all resolutions adopted by the Boards of Supervisors 
changing the boxmdaries of villages. 

The proprietors of platted property should be required to forward an 
additional copy of a proposed plat to the Auditor General to be forwarded 
by him to the city, village or township in which the plat is located, and if 
the plat be in two or more municipalities, a copy for each municipality 
should be forwarded. 

If the assessor in each assessing district had copies of the plats in his dis- 
trict, many of the errors that now occur in describing property would be 
avoided. 

INHERITANCE TAX LAW. 

I would suggest that Section 9 of the inheritance tax law be amended so 
as to include bonds with stocks and obligations in the list of property liable 
for a tax. 

As a number of estates are not referred to the Probate Court, and no 
tax is paid on the inheritances, it may be advisable to have all deaths re- 
ported to the Judge of Probate who should have authority to cause an in- 
ventory to be nifuie of the property of all decedents and determine the 
amount of tax due, if any. 

In the collection of the tax on inheritances the Auditor General or his 
representatives merely act in an advisory capacity. The law should be 
amended and I believe that better results would be obtained by the adop- 
tion of one of the following suggestions: 

First: Relieve the Judge of Probate of all jurisdiction in the matter and 
place all matters pertaining to inheritance taxes xmder the control of some 
State oflBcial or create a new State department to have direct control of the 
inheritance taxes and have no other duties. 

Second: Leave the matter entirely with the Judge of Probate as it is at 
present but provide that fifty .per cent of all of the tax collected be placed 
in the funds of the county, as there is no special reason why any of the tax 
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collected except the tax on foreign estates should become a part of the 
State funds. 

It undoubtedly would be necessary to amend the constitution of the 
State if the tax be placed in the funds of the county as the amount received 
from taxes on inheritances is now credited to the primary school fund. 

GENERAL TAX LAW. 

I would suggest that the tax law be amended so as to require the coxmty 
treasurers to issue receipts in triplicate for the taxes paid to them, one copy 
for the taxpayer, one to be forwarded to the Auditor General, and one to be 
retained in the office of the county treasurer, the receipts to be numbered 
consecutively during the year. This plan will allow the coimty treasurer 
to have an exact copy of the receipt he issues and will prevent much of the 
confusion that now exists. 

Section 61 of the general tax law should be amended so as to provide 
that the interest due on taxes offered for sale at the sale in May be com- 
puted to and including the month of May instead of imtil the first of May, 
for as the law is now it is possible for a person to purchase the taxes on 
property on the first Tuesday in May at a less amoimt than the owner of 
the property could pay the day before the sale. 

Section 135 should be amended so that the certificate of the county treas- 
urer relative to the taxes for five years, in recording a deed, should apply 
to all taxes on the land, including the taxes for which the land is held as 
state tax land. The certificate should fully state the condition of the taxes 
for five years preceding the date of the deed. 

A majority of the county officials promptly attend to all business in which 
the State and coimty are interested but in some instances the State tax, 
other remittances of money due the State, returns of delinquent taxes, 
etc., are not forwarded to the State for months after they are due, and I 
would suggest that the law be amended so as to require that all moneys 
and commimications be forwarded to the State within thirty days from 
the time they are due, and provide a penalty if the county official fail to 
comply with the provisions of the Act. 

As delay occurs in several counties in forwarding the amount of the State 
tax collected and in making the retiun of the delinquent taxes, it is possible 
that the business in the office of the county treasurer is congested in the 
months of March and April by reason of the payment of taxes prior to the 
annual tax sale, which is held the first Tuesday in May, and the conditions 
may be reUeved by changing the time of the tax sale, but as forty-four of 
the eighty-tlu'ee county treasurers are not in favor of changing the date of 
the tax sale, it may not be advisable to do so. 

As the salaries paid by the State to the officers, clerks and other employes 
of the several State departments are not on a uniform basis and in some 
cases inadequate, I woiUd respectfully suggest that the question be referred 
to the legislature with the request that a committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter with a view to enacting such legislation as may im- 
prove the present condition.
